Festive RIDE continues 

South Simcoe Police were 
out on Dec. 15, for another 
Festive R.I.D.E. Program in 
Bradford and Innisfil. Atotal 
of 221 vehicles were stopped 
and 20 roadside screening 
tests administered. Just 
before 9 p.m., a vehicle was 
stopped on 25 SR in Alcona, 
Innisfil, and the officer 
detected an odor of alcohol 
on the male driver's breath. 
A roadside test registered 


a FAIL. A 54 year old Innisfil 
male was subsequently 
charged with Over .080, and 
his licence was suspended 
for 90 days; Court date in 
January. At 8 p.m. in the 
same location, a novice driver 
was stopped and registered a 
WARN. As a result, his licence 
was suspended for 3 days 
- when police discovered 
that his licence was already 
under suspension for unpaid 
fines. The 33-year-old Innisfil 
man was charged with Drive 
Linder Suspension, and 
Novice Driver-Blood Alcohol 
Concentration Above Zero. 
Court date in January. 

On Dec. 16, officers were 
out again at 2 locations 
in Bradford. A total of 210 
vehicles were stopped, and 
five roadside screening tests 
were administered. One 
driver registered a WARN 
and received a three-day 
licence suspension. And the 
car of a 19 year old Bradford 
man was searched after an 
officer smelled marijuana. 
The search located a small 
quantity of marijuana and 
other drug paraphernalia, 
plus two air pistols. The man 
was charged with Possession 
of a Controlled Substance. 

Police set up checks 
at 6 locations on Dec. 17, 
stopping 235 vehicles and 


administering 9 roadside 
tests. One driver registered 
a WARN for the second time, 
and received a 7 day licence 
suspension. At just after 7 
p.m., a pick-up truck was 
stopped in Gilford, and the 
odor of alcohol detected 
on the driver's breath. A 
roadside test registered a 
FAIL; the 27 year old Innisfil 
man was taken to the station 
for further testing, and 
subsequently charged with 
Over .080, and Drive While 
Disqualified. Turns out he had 
lost his licence in October, 
when convicted of a drinking 
and driving offence. His 
vehicle was impounded for 
45 days; he will be in court in

I he Ahmadiyya Muslim 

-L. community held its "Meet a 
Muslim Family” campaign earlier this 

I had the privilege of meeting the 
family of Sadaf (Mona) Shah, and 
sharing a meal. 

At the time, then-Prime Minister 
Harper was attempting to make the 
wearing of Hijab - the head-covering 
or scarf - by Muslim women an 
election issue. There was a strong 
inference that wearing Hijab was 
un-Canadian. We discussed the 
personal decision to wear a head scarf, 
and talked about holding a possible 
"day of solidarity,” when Canadian 
women could choose to wear Hijab to 
express their support for the rights of 
Muslim women, to dress as they please 
and express their faith. 

It's true that the concept of female 
modesty as expressed in the Qu’ran 
seems far distant from the standards 
embraced by the majority of Canadian 
culture - that celebrates female beauty, 
and encourages women to flaunt their 
attractions. 

But Canada is about choice. It’s 


about diversity, and freedom of faith 
and worship. And if a Muslim woman 
- or a Doukhobor, Mennonite, or 
Orthodox lewish woman - chooses 
to wear a head-covering, surely that 
is no-one’s business but her own, and 
poses no threat to Canada’s values or 
social structure. 

So, when the AMJ Women held 
#JeSuisHijabi, an opportunity to talk 
with Muslim women about the Hijab, 
what it means, and to try on and keep a 
head scarf, I was happy to participate. 

Mona Shah adjusted the scarf 
around my head, covering hair and 
chin, explaining that it can be loosely 
worn, or tightly wound, and needn’t be 
plain. “Hijab is my choice,” she said, a 
way of expressing inner modesty, and 
encouraging dignity and respect for 
women. “That is a form of worship.” 

So, at this holiday time of year, I 
would like to wish everyone season’s 
greetings - A merry Christmas, a 
Happy Chanukah, a joyous Diwali, 
or Milad un Nabi, in keeping with 
your personal beliefs and cultural 
traditions. Thank you for sharing those 
traditions, and weaving them into the 
fabric of Canada.

To the editor: The South 
Simcoe Streams Network 
extends a heartfelt thank-you 
to everyone who participated 
in Conservation activities 
along our waterways this 
year. Your investment in 
local stream health is greatly 
appreciated. 

Accomplishments to 
improve water quality, 
habitat and bank stabilization 
include the planting of over 
7000 native trees and shrubs 
along 17 stream corridors, the 
removal of a major logjam 
- opening up fish migration 
on the Boyne River; die 
application of over 225 metres 
of in-stream conifer bank 
treatment using recycled scot 
pine and logjam material; 
the creation of3,450 sq. m. 
of floodplain along Beeton 
Creek; the installation of 
1,100 live plant cuttings; 
and the removal of invasive 
Phragmites (European 
Common Reed) at three pilot 
locations. 

This was made possible in 
part by over 1,000 community 
volunteers collectively 


contributing more than 3,000 
hours of their time. 

The South Simcoe Streams 
Network works under the 
umbrella of Nottawasaga 
Futures and in partnership 
with local municipalities, 
Dufferin Simcoe Land 
Stewardship Network, 

Lake Simcoe Region 
Conservation Authority 
and Nottawasaga Valley 
Conservation Authority. The 
committee reaches out to 
over 60 groups, to help with 
stream restoration in the 
Nottawasaga River and Lake 
Simcoe watersheds in South 
Simcoe. Our current main 
funding sources are through 
Environment Canada and 
the Lake Simcoe South Easter 
Georgian Bay Clean-up 
Fund; and the Government of 
Ontario's Ministry of Natural 
Resources and Forestry. 

Some private and municipal 
contributions are also 
received, which are essential 
to programming. 

A look ahead to the New 
Year includes the 2016 spring 
“Trees for Streams” events, 
involvement in shoreline 


erosion control and pond 
decommissioning. To 
volunteer for 2016 or to find 
out more, please contact Silvia 
(fflnottawasaga.com.

Free buses on New Year’s Eve

In the wake of the terrorist attacks 
by ISIL and its supporters, a number 
of muslim women wearing Hijab - the 
head scarf or covering - found them¬ 
selves the targets of slurs and even vio- 

It led the Ahmadiyya Muslim women 
to launch a national campaign, #JeSu- 
isHijabi. 

It was a deliberate reference to #JeS- 
uisCharlie, which brought the world 
together in solidarity with the victims of 
terrorism at the offices of Charlie Hebdo 
weekly in Paris. The new campaign was 
an invitation to Canadian women to 
show solidarity with their Muslim sis¬ 
ters who choose to wear Hijab, as an 
expression of their faith or their self. 

And it is a choice, says Mona Shah. 
While the Holy Qu’ran contains an 
exhortation to women to dress mod¬ 
estly, it also includes instructions to 
men, to control their eyes and their 
thoughts - and there is no punishment 
in Islam for a woman who doesn’t 
wear a head scarf, she said. 

The scarf is only worn in public, in 
mixed company, Shah explained, not¬ 
ing that the wearing of a head cover¬ 
ing has been common in many cul¬ 
tures and religions, throughout the 
ages. 

Shah and other women of the AMJ 
community set up a display at the Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury Leisure Cen¬ 
tre on Saturday, and library on Sun¬ 
day. They handed out pamphlets 
explaining Hijab, Islam and the beliefs 
of the Ahmadiyya Muslim commu¬ 
nity, founded in 1889 by Hazrat Mirza 
Ghulam Ahmad, acknowledged by fol¬ 
lowers as the promised Messiah. The 
group believes in “Love for all, hatred
